MADRID, May 2 (Havas Agency).— 
Ten persons were killed, 16 seriously 
injured and a large number slightly 
wounded in disorders arising from 
demonstrations of protest against the 
high cost of living in the province of 
Tarancon, April 28th, 

There were several clashes between 
Gendarmes and civilians on the prev- 
fous day and in the evening the gov- 
ernor decided to reduce the cost of 
food 25 per cent. The following day, 
however, the merchants were selling 
provisions at the old prices. Crowds 
pillaged the stores and were charged 
by Gendarmes.

BREADLESS DAY 
THREATENED FOR 
TORONTO PEOPLE 


Another Industrial Trouble Is 
Looming up in Threatened 
Bakers’ Strike 


TORONTO, May 2.—In addition to 
Toronto's !ndustrial troubles, the city 
is today threatened by the bakers of 
the city, who say they will go on 
strike on Sunday night and make a 
“breadless Monday” if the employers 
do not agres to pay them $28 for a 54 
hour week. The Canada Bread com- 
pany, however, has already made a 
settlement with their men, and it Is 
said that other firms will follow suit. 
The result, if a general settlement is 
made, will probably be an increase 
in the price of bread, to Toronto con- 
summers, 

The metal trades workers, of whom 
there are now 4,000 on strike, will 
have a conference with the employers 
tomorrow and it Is thought that the 
employers will grant a shorter work 
day and discuss further the matter of 
increases in pay.

Accused Man Takes Stand and

SASKATOON, May 2—Evidence has 
not been completed in the Roberts 
trial at Prince Albert for the murder 
of the young Mulvihill girl. The oase 
will go to the jury when the court 
re-opens tomorrow morning. In the 
witness stand today Roberts continued 
his evidence in his own defence and 
strongly denied connection with the 
crime. A sensation was caused when 
accused declared that he had been 
forced by the police to sign a state- 
ment and that a stool pigeon had been 
placed in his cell to pump him to tell 
of the crime,

PARIS, May 2.—The Belgian dele- 
gation to the Peace Conference ig ex- 
pressing dissatisfaction over the terms 
of the preliminaries for peace as they 
affect Belgium. None of the territor- 
ial claims of Belgium has been grant- 
ed, except that for Malmedy, In Rhetn- 
ish Prussia, a short distance south of 
Aix La Chapelle, the population of 
which before was largely Walloon. 
Malmedy will revert to Belgium, The 
territory on the left bank of the 
Scheldt river and Maastricht and the 
Limburg peninsula are not mentioned 
in the terms. 

Of the $600,000,000 already men- 
tioned as an immediate financial in- 
demnity for Belgium more than half 
the amount has merely been placed to 
Belgium's credit in Allied countries 
as part payment of war loans.

Provincial Police Hope to Fasten 
the Tragedy on Half-Breed 
Now Awaiting Trial 


So that medical testimony might be 


offered in connection witls the trial 
of the half breed Desjerlies, now 
awaiting trial at Fort Saskatchewan 


for the murder of Roy Morrison and 
Conrad Rapinski, the skulls of the 
murdered men has been brought to 
Edmonton for sctentific examination. 

According to the provincial police, 
it is hoped by this examination to 
prove conclusively that one of the 
skulls is that of Repinski, and by this, 
it is claimed, the police have good evi- 
dence that will lead toward the con- 
viction of the accused. A bullet hole 
and an indentation is to be seen in 
one of the skulls; the other is badly 
battered. 

It will be remembered that the mur- 
der of the two trappers took place 
during the fall of 1916, after the mur- 


dered men were said to have called 
at the half breed's place. It is al- 
leged that they left later and wero 


followed by the accused, who. is said 
to have murdered them while they 
slept in their blankets, later disposing 
of their bodies in a slough.

STANDARD MINE 
STRUCTURE IS 
BURNED DOWN 


|Early Morning Blaze Destroys | 


the Scaffolding at City Coal 
Mine 


Damage which will probably reach 
in the neighborhood of two to four 
thousand dollars was suffered in a 
fire at the Standard Mine in the Waet 
End early Friday morning. 

R. Rawlinson of 11082 75th street, 
first noticed the blaze, and states that 
he was attracted by the noise of the 
flames, and turned in the alarm to the 
City iFlre Department. When the 
firemen arrived they found that the 
blaze was confined to the structure of 
the mine located above the surface 
of the ground, and although the fire 
had made considerable progress they 
managed to get it under control after 
some difficulty. 

The watchman, Mr, Marshalt, who 
resides only one block from the mine 
claims that everything was in order 
when he visited the prensses at 9.30 
the night previous. So far no one 
has definite conslusions as to how the 


fire originated, but it is thought by 
some that it started in the ‘boiler 
rvom, This theory is strengthened 


by the fact that a man named Butt- 
erick who lives on 75th street claims 
he heard a noise like an explosion at 
about four o'clock, 

The mine is located on the river 
bonk opposite the East End park, 
and is owned by J. MePeak of 10218 
118th street. The owner who was pre- 
eent at the fire stated that the build- 
ing was insured for three thousand 
dolNare, but at the present time he 
could not give an exact estimate ae to 
the damages until he hiaad seen the 
boilers and engine. He thought the 
damages would reach somenvhere he- 
tween two and four thousand dollars. 
Nobody was working at the time the 
blaze started, and there was no one 
injured,

RE-VISITS CITY 
AFTER ABSENCE | 
OF 20 YEARS| 


Twenty-one years ago last ebruary 
Michael Merrick and a party with a 
pack train pulled out to the north of 
Edmonton for the Eldorado of the 
Yukon the—-Klondike. 

Friday morning the train from B.C, 
brought Mr. Merrick back to an Ed- 
monton that defied every recollection 
he had of the little trading post loft 
behind in 1898. 

Mr. Merrick has the distinction of 
going through to the Klondike on the 
old overland route, where hundreds 
of thousands of dollars were expended 
by wealthy gold-hunters whose elabor- 
ate outfits seldom got farther than 
the Peace River. Mr. Merrick and his 
party did the jaunt in a little more 
than twelve months, and had the hard- 
est struggle of the route between Ed- 
monton and Peace River, which, is 
now covered by railway trains. From 
the Klondike Mr. Merrick followed the | 
old lure of gold-hunting down through 
British Columbia, the Pacific States, 
South America and once back to Aus- 
tralia which he had left to come to 
America and Edmonton back in 1897. 
When he talked about Edmonton to 
The Bulletin Mr. Merrick confessed 
that he was wholly lost in attempting 
to locate any of the once well known 
places in the town. “What a city this 
has become in the last twenty years,” 
he exclaimed when being shown the 
old landmarks on Jasper east. 

Friday during his brief stay in the 
city Mr. Merrick went out to visit Wm, 
Humberstone, founder of the Humber- 
stone Coal Co., for whom Mr. Merrick 
werked twenty-one years ago. From 
here Mr. Merrick goes to Boston, re- 
turning in two months to his quartz 
gold mining claim in British Columbia, 
which he prospected and located six 
years ago.

Western Consumers Likely to Pay 
Good Prices Next Winter for 
Products

Prospects are that citizens of the 
West will pay high for their butter 
and eggs next winter, as the season 
has come for putting them in storage 
and eggs are being stored at 48 to 500 
now, while prospects are that butter 
will @o into storage at higher prices 
than ever before. 

Prices of butter fat still hold high 
and the prospects are that they will 
hold till the grass comes to increase 
the production, although the recent 
break in the eastern prices may af- 
fect local prices to a dregree. 

It is estimated that the production 
of cream products will be about 26 per 
cent. higher than last year, but the 
storage stocks were sold down’ very 
close and this tends to keep up the 
prices. 


TAX DISCOUNTS 
ON INCOME 
BY MISTAKE 


People are taking advantage of the 
ten per cent, discount period to pay 
their city income tax, and the income 
tax officer, 8. Ferris, reports the re- 
ceipt of some $16,000 during the last 
few days. 

There is going to be some mix-up 
over these payments or payments 
which will come later, as the income 
tax was included in the discount by- 
law by mistake. The bylaw passed 
by council included the income tax for 
discount as well as payments on saxes 
on land and improvements, and on 
all the ten per cent. discount period 
was fixed up to May 15th.

I have been asked to contribute a } 
few short articles on what may be | 
called the Sunday Question. This I am | 
glad to do, both because I am of the | 
opinion that the matter {s one of | 
first importance, and also in the hope 

that the reading of these articles may 

help to throw light upon a very vexed 

question, 

No question can be approached to- 
day with a hope of solution unless! 
from a standpoint of historical devel- | 
opment. This has become a nevegsary | 
frame work of modern thinking. So} 
far as popular knowledge of the Sab- 
bath is concerned it has its origin 
in the Old Testament scriptures. when 
we study these in their historical de- 
velopment we find that in earliest 
times the Savbath was a feast asso- 
ciated with the phases of the moon. 
It is probable, therefore, that the 
Hebrews got their Sabbath idea from 
the Babylonians, or at least, from 
their Canaanitish neighbors, among 
whom the moon was a prominent 
divinity. The Babylonians are said to 
have designated the 7th, 14th, 21st, 
and 28th days of the month as days 
of possible ill omen, on which special 
care should be taken concerning what 
one undertakes. No doubt these days 
were once associated with the moon's 
phases. 

The early Hebrews must have adop- 
ted the Sabbath idea after they had 
finished their nomadic life and settl- 
ed down ay peasants; for cessation 
from labor one day in seven cannot be 
thought of a pastoral people who 
give animals the same attention every 
day of the week. 

As we trace the development of the 
Sabbath in the old testament we find 
the prophetic writers ever seeking to 
dissociate it from the heathen cycle 
of customs and making it stand for 
and contribute to humane welfare. 
The writer of the Book of Deuteron- 
omy, while he refers to the popular 
conception of the day as a sort of 
weekly Independence Day when tho 
nation celebrated the greatest event of 
{ts history, the deliverance from the 
bond-service of Egypt, gives primary 
emphasis to the humanitarian elem- 
ent: “that thy man servant and thy 
maid servant may rest as well as thou” 
Thus early the genetic idea of the Sab- 
bath—a day when “every man can be 
hie own boss’’——is expressed, It was 
very much later that Sabbath restwwas 
associated with the cessation of Jeho- 
vah from his week of creation, and 
this aeems to have been in the inter- 
ests of the priestly «ide of religion, 
for which the propheta had little use, 
When Jesus came into conflict with 
the eminently religious people of his 
time—the ‘unco guid'—he took his 
stand with the prophets againet the 
priestiy and pharasaic conception of 
the Sabbath as a holy period of time 
when certain acts were tabu, and 
annunelated his great word: “the Sab- 
bath was made for man". He did not 
heshate to break the Sabbath require- 
ments of his day in the interests of 
‘auman welfare. . 

No one can read the etovy of the 
confilct of Jesus with the Pharisees 
over the question of Sabbath observ- 
ance wihtout coming to the conclusion | 
that any effort to force people to ob- | 
serve the day as one thinks {t ought 
to be observed is not the way of wia- 
dom. 

Whatever other principals may be 
involwed tn the question, a study of 
the inheritance and development of 
the Sabbath from the Bible leads to 
the conception of a day of freerom, 
the conception of a day of freedom, 
of action on that day must be consid- 
ered as out of harmony with the es- 
sential conception of the Sabbath aa 
enumerated in the Holy Scriptures, 
Thus the Sabbath idea is in harmony 
with the aims of modern democracy, 
and its demand for greated leisure,

From time to time during the 
past winter attention has been 
called to the conditions of the Cana- 
dian grain trade, especially with 
a view to the marketing of the 
crop now being sown. The facts as 
stated are that the United States 
crop of last year has been given 


right of way in Canadian storage 
It is also clear| facilities and over Canadian trans+ 


portation routes, with the result 
that the marketing of the Cana- 
dian crop of last year has been un: 
duly delayed. Just what the actual 
situation of the Canadian wheat 
market is the publie do not know. 
But what the public do know is 
that.the business prosperity of 
Canada depends more largely on 
the returns from her wheat crop 
than on any other factor. And 
that any reduction in either the 
volume or value of the crop affects 
every form of business activity. 
This is the seeding season. Ow- 
ing to unfavorable conditions last 
year many farmers must buy seed. 
The same unfavorable conditions 
that have made seed scarce have 


made money _ correspondingly 
scarce. Naturally the tendency 


under such circumstances is to 
sow less, not more. In parliament 
recently Mr. Pedlow, M.P. for 
South Renfrew, Ont., brought up 
the case of a farmer in that county 
who had 500 bushels of wheat that 
he could not sell, The minister of 
finance told a great deal of what 
the government had done to find 
a market for Canadian manufac- 
turers in Roumania, but did not 
suggest any procedure to be foi- 
lowed by the farmer with the 
wheat to sell. On Thursday, Sena- 
tor Willoughby (Unionist) of Sas- 
katchewan, made a long statement 
in the senate the purport of which 
was that given a normal crop in 
the United States and Canada the 
Canadian wheat grower must face 
next fall the worst grain blockade 
in the history of the country. All 
this is very discouraging to the 
producer and to the public gener- 
ally. 

How comes it that the United 
States has right of way in Cana- 
dian storage and aver Canadian 
transportation routes. That 
United States farmer has a fixed 
price on the crop he is now sowing 
while the Canadian farmer has 
not? The Canadian government 
has refused to fix a price for the 
Canadian farmers’ wheat of the 
coming crop. 
United States wheat selling at a 
fixed price, to have right of way 
in and.over Canadian facilities. 
The leader of the government in 
the senate in reply to Senator Wil- 
loughby’s statement promised con- 
sideration, but had no suggestion 
to offer. In the meantime the wheat 
seeding season is passing. In a few 
days the crop conditions for the 
year will be fixed so far as acreage 
is concerned. And the government 
promises to consider—at its lei- 
sure. 

This government is kept in pow- 
er by the votes of the men who 
nominally represent the farmers 
of the prairie west. The ministers

A Dangerous Habit. 


The ‘‘democratization of indus- 
try’’ 
is being employed just now very 
widely in the newspapers, on the 
public platforms and in the pulpit, 
by those who tell us that the old 

| world has gone and that a ‘‘new 
era’ has dawned in which all the 
ways of the world must be trans- 
formed in line with new ideas and 
directed toward new ideals. 

This phrase has no meaning in 
itself, and so far as noted nobody 
has undertaken to assign to it any 
sort of definite or comprehensive 
significance. At best it seems to be 
a dignified sort of slang expression 
which is adopted to fill in when 
more meaningful language does 
not occur at the moment. 

From the way in which it is em- 
ployed, the most likely assumption 

eems to be that the victims of this 
phraseology think the government 
should take over the farms, the 
minessfisheries, factories and any 
other source of wealth production, 
operate them as government enter- 
prises and distribute the proceeds 
among the employees—if any one 
can imagine that there would be 
any proceeds from a commercial 
or industrial system operated in 
that way. 

Whether this surmise is correct 
or not, it is time the phrase was 
given some. recognized meaning or 
dropped. These are unsettled times 
and it is not safe to throw around 
expressions suggesting sweeping 
changes but conveying no precise 
idea of just what is wanted or how 
it is desired to attain it.

Well, well, he is a fine looking type 
of athlete, and the great crowd cheer- 
ed him to the echo, and «ent him 
more heaping bouquets of roses than 
he could carry away. His modest 
bearing and fine appearance simply 
won everyone in that crowd. The big 
majority knew him before anyway, 


Master of His Trade | 

He threw that first ball with the 
ease and grace of a master, You 
wouldn't have to be an expert on| 
baseball to know that this man was| 
on the top rung of his_ profession. 
Just as standing before the work of a} 
Prexiteles or Raphael the humblest 
layman has a feeling of awe and rec- 
ognizes superlor excellence without 
| knowing why, so the most ignorant 
plebian on baseball, in the presence} 
of Alexander on the mound, realizes 
[he is in the presence of a master.

GERMAN ENVOY 
OAYS LEAGUE 
Io CONSPIRACY 


Sees in It Danger of the Ascend- 
ancy of Militarism—Outlines 
Berlin’s Scheme 


London, May 2—According to a 
summarized report of an interview 
given by Herr Schuecking, one of 
Germany's peace delegates, to the 
Berlin correspondent of the Herald, 
the laborite organ, the plan for the 
league of nations which has been 
formulated at Paris, has prought dis- 
illusionment to Germany, It is re- 
garded there as a thinly-veiled scheme 
for the victorious power to gain the 
ascendancy and gives the militarists 
an opportunity to taunt the pacifists 
for their simplicity, it is said. 


“If the scheme is adopted in its 
present form,’ Herr Schuecking is 
quoted as saying, “the league will 


lose all its moral authority over all 
sections of the Germans, some _ of 
whom will revert to reaction. Others 
look forward to the establishment of 
internationalism." 

Herr Schuecking emphasized that 
a feature of the German plan for the 
league creates a representative world 
plan, thus safeguarding the demo- 


cratic basig of the league and avoid- | 


ing the return of militarism in a new 
form. The correspondent adds: 

“Herr Schuecking madg an instant 
impression of sincerity and courage, 
which his life-long fight against mill- 
tarism and his record as an opponent 
of the war confirms.” 


CANADA EXPORTS

British Paper Deals With Ex- 
change of Politicians and Titles 
Between Britain & Canada

ish and Canadian public life, The 
British invasion of Canada has taken 
the form of a pretty lavish distribu- 
tion of titles, of which Canadian opin- 
jon seems to have approved neither 
the quantity nor the quality, while 
there has been a feeling that it tend- 
ed to produce in Canada a social tra- 
dition alien to the spirit of its dem- 
ocracy, 

The Canadian invasion of England 
has taken the form of the emergence 
into politics of a group of men, who, 
though quite small in numbers and 
not familiar to the general public, 
have exercised considerable influence 
in recent years. Canada _ evidently 
does not think the exchange profitable 
to her. 

The Guardian concludes with the 
remark that it is a new thing to sup- 
press a peerage in the name of dem- 
ocracy, but it might not always be a 
bad thing.

Minnesota Supreme Court Rules 
That President and Organizer 
Must Stand Trial 


St. Paul, Minn,, May 2—A. C. Town- 
jley, president of the Non-Partisan 
|league, and Joseph Gilbert, league or- 
| ganizer, must stand trial in Jackson 
}county on charges of disloyalty, the 
State Supreme court ruled today, The 
decision of the Jackson County Dis- 
}trict court over-ruling demurrers 
{brought by Townley and Gilbert, who 
' sought to have the indictments quash- 
ed, was thus sustained. The Supreme 
court ruled that the crime of conspir- 
acy may be committed without actual 
completion of the act which was the 
object of the conspciray. 


Gilbert is charged with having 
made public utterances designed to 
| discourage patriotic co-operation in 


‘the war; and the Jackson county in- 
dictment holds Townley responsible 
for a non-partisan organization 
pamphlet which the indictment holds 
was a violation of the Espionage act. 


ORDER FORBIDS 
THREE CLASSES 
OF IMMIGRANTS 


Govt. Mennonite Immigration Po- 
licy Suffers Sudden Reversal 
in Face of Protests 


Ottawa, May 1—From tomorrow 
and until further orders, immigration 
of Doukhobors, Hutterites and Men- 
nonites is prohibited. An order-in- 
council to this effect was signed by 
the governor general this afternoon. 
It was passed under the-provisions of 
the existing Immigration act, whith 
gives authority to this end. 

The order-in-council recites that 
“Owing to conditions prevailing as a 
result of the war, a widespread feel- 
ing exists throughout the Dominion, 
anc more particularly in ,Western 
Canada, that steps should be taken 
to prevent the entry into Canada of 
all persons who may be regarded as

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Sunday School Convention 
Has Many Fine Speakers 


Superintendent Carpenter Emphasized Need That All Con- 


structive Forces Work 


in Harmony—Bishop Gray 


Dealt With Co-operation Within Christian Forces. 


“If we are to meet the responsibility 
which is placed upon us in this new 
era, all constructive forces must work 


in harmony that the new democracy 
may be the true democracy and that 
the time may be hastened when God's 
will will be done on earth as it is 
done in heaven,” was the fine and im- 
portant climax of a wonderfully inspir- 
ing paper read by W. G. Carpenter, 
superintendent of city schools at the 
second session of the Sunday school 
| convention now being held in the city 
at First Presbyterian church. 

The morning session held in the lec- 
ture hall was indifferently attended 
and was not nearly so large as the 
occasion warranted. R. W. Hedley, 
teacher of arts in the schools was the 
chairman and the addresses listened to 
were immensely interesting and edu- 
cative. Rev, C., A. Myers of Toronto 
and Rey. J. P. Westman introduced 
some excellent ideas in connection with 
the “forward movement” and were 
guided in their remarks by a chart 
taking up the subject under the heads 
of (1) Separate class roome for in- 
struction; (2) Opportunity for depart- 
ments for worship; (3) Provisions for 
mid-week training; (4) entire school 
for stated occasions and (5) Adequ- 
ate maps, charts, biack boards, etc. 

Statistics showing that percentage of 
the relative cost of church buildinge 
to the Sunday school was extremely 
small and thereby emphasizing in what 
regard the Sunday school is held gen- 
erally, was something for thought, and 
likewise the running expenses were 
equally as infinitesmal, as follows: 
Coat of church buildings placed at 100 
cost of Sunday school 4 per cent., run- 
ning expenses of the church at 100, 
Sunday school in comparison 6 per 
cent.; for music for church 18 per 
cent., and for Sunday school 1-20 per 
cent. 

Suggestion as to the best plan in the 
forward movement for better and big- 
ger results was to (1) Use churoh au- 
ditorlum for entire school; (2) Base- 
ment of church for training; (3) Two 
storey buildings for classes, Thousands 
of dollars shoulli be spent in Canada 
in the next five years for equipment 
was the sum and summary of the 
thoughts expressed by the chart and 
the speakers. 

Co-operation Within Christian Forces, 

Right Rev. H. A. Gray, Bishop of 
Edmonton was most forceful in his 
subject of co-operation within the 
Christian forces. The speaker looked 
over the field from a wider viewpoint 
than the average clergyman, and urged 
that as the various sectors make up 
the circle, one is not complete without 
the other. 

The revelation of the gospel was the 
gospel of love, which had been so very 
sorrowfully overlooked.

tion. The first failure, said Bishop 
Gray, was to distinguish between a 
man’s convictions and the man him- 
self, and the second was that right 
must prevail. Every honest Christian 
must admit that the Holy Spirit of 
God was at work among all branches 
of the Christian church, and therefore 
if the whisperings and the teachings cf 
the Holy Spirit were followed accord- 
ing to the best in man he must be fol- 
lowing the right and the right must 
prevail. 

A third failure was that our religious 
principles were compromised when 
one was even courteous to other relig- 
ious bedies, and then taking the other 
extreme, there was the eagerness for 
unity that had developed a colorless, 
spineless and indefnite kind of relig- 

\ious teaching expressed in the song ser- 
vice, which did not make for co-opera- 
tion but rather annihilation, maintain- 
ed the speaker.

revealed the failure to recognize that, , 9f what the schools were 


failures of our differences, but the lack 
of co-operation. It was not through dif- 
ferences but through the spirit of the 
differences was the opinion of the 
speaker. The differences should not be 
used for sundering apart. When the 
day comes when all are drawn together 
in one body again, the sacred trust will 
be placed back where it belongs. 

The seriousness and sacredness of 
convictions are honest and true prin- 
ciples and the spineless attitude must 
be overcome, maintaining at the same 
time an individuality and personality 
to the church. Co-operation of defin- 
ite units or individuals could be had 
with no compromise of the position 
held, and while not forgetting the dif- 
ferences uphold the love and present 
to the world a common front, because 
united in a bond of love. In conclu- 
sion the speaker asked that in working 
out the Sunday school conference, the 
principles for which each one stood 
should not be forgotten. 


Church and School. 

W. G. Carpenter, in introducing his 
subject claimed that his was the 
grandest and most magnificent work 
that man could be engaged in. The 
church had its function and the 
school had its function. Each must do 
what it was organized to do in the best 
way possible to obtain the best results. 
Both were educational factors, and in 
order for the best results in a commu- 
nity must be co-operative, claimed the 
speaker. Co-operation was the watch- 
word of the new era. A challenge had 
been flung to the educational forces, 
and the responsibility was laid on the 
organized school and on the church aa 
well. The church and school had dis- 
tinct functions, the church with refer- 
ence to the individual in his relation to 
his Creator and from this to social life 
and the school with its co-ordination 
of the individual's relationships to his 
fellows. 

Personally the speaker would like to 
have religion taught to his children in 
the schools, but taxation placed upon 
all people to have one rellgion taught 
which would be obnoxious to a certain 
percentage; for instance the Jew 
would not pay a tax to have the Chris. 
tion religion taught to his children, 
and soon, This method then would be 
entirely unapplicable, therefore the 
speaker would legislate for absolute 
freedom. 

Mr. Carpenter stated that the schools 
were not measuring up to their oppor- 
tunities, not that he would criticize the 
schools, the curriculum, or the teach- 
ers, for all were of a high degree of 
excellence but the fact still remained 
that these opportunities were so great 
and so wonderful that there was much 
and mighty things to do. The C.G.L.T. 
and the efficiency test for boys’ pro- 
grams were very fine but the speaker 
took {t as a rebuke and a criticism 
doing and 


wondered that there had not been 
more notice taken of this. He com- 
mended very highly the stand that 


splendid object in that it gave the boy 
or girl an equal opportunity. The 
speaker mentioned the overlapping of 
the Boy Scouts, which was a church 
organization, and the cadets which be- 
longed entirely to the schools.

At both meetings 
red badges were worn by the major- 
ity, and foreign socialists seemed to 
predominate. The “hands off Russia" 
resolution called upon the allied goy- 
ernments irnmediately to take steps to 
withdraw their troops from Russia, 
and protested against the furnishing 
of war materials and finances to the 
“reatctionary” comma.jds in, Si- 
beria. 

One of the speakers at tonight's 
meeting was loudly applauded when 
he addressed the gathering as ‘“'Coni- 
rades and fellow Bolshevists.”

BERLIN DENIES 
RESPONSIBILITY FOR 
THE LIBAU AFFAIR 


PARIS, May 2—The British pro- 
test against the overthrow of the Let- 
tish provisional government at Libau, 
and the demand that the situation at 
Lébau be re-established, have pro- 
voked a haughty reply from the 
Gvrman gevernment, according to ad- 
vices from Berlin. The Germans are 
said to claim that the revolt in Libau 
was the work of Letts. 

The Zeawolff Uhr-Blatt of Berlin, 
however, declares the affair resulted 
from Pan-German intrigue and was 
the work of German barons in the 
Baltio provinces and their agents. The 
paper says that the money for the 
maintenance of the German troops at 
Libau and several other points in the 
east was supplied by the barons. It 
concludes: 

“It is surprising to see a time when 
Germany manifests her desire for 
peace, and wishes to prove that she 
has given up her former policy of 
intrigue, that the game that led to 
her ruin is being kept up.”

As to fault finding and pessimism

I think that paper has achieved a 
sufficiently high standing in this coun-

And its readers are regarded as good 
staunch Canadians, Let mo read to 
the hon. gentleman what that paper 
says about the very subject we are dis- 
cussing, under date as late as April 
19, 1919:— 

The annual report of the Canadian De- 
partment of Railways for 1918 is a docu- 
ment of startling timelintss, We com- 
mend it earnestly to the apostles who 
preach public ownership as a panacea for 
present ills. “ 

Canada operated last year a little over 
four thousand miles of rallway—4073.76 
miles to be exact. 

The actual operating cost—not count- 
ing in any expenditure that could be 
charged to capital or any interest on 
the money invested in the railways, as 
an company would have to do—exceeded 
the earnings by over six million dollars 

—$6,159,503.58, 

In addition to the operating costs the 
Government spent $94,699,416.96, which it 
charged to “capital account’—a finan- 
cial camouflage in the main. It all has 
to be paid some day out of the public 
purse. So that these public ownership 
roads cost the public last year over 
$40,000,000 more than they earned, 

There is no consideration in this 
ainount of the annual Interest cost which 
the public {s paying on the money in- 
vested in these railways. Leaving out 
last yenr’s charge to capital, this invest- 
ment now mounts up to the huge total 
of $378,061,442, With interest at five per 
cent this means an annual charge of 
nearly $19,000,000, Adding this to last 
year’s deficit and capital expenditure, 
the suffering taxpayer will find that his 
little toy cost him in 1918 close to 

| $60,000,000 more than he got out of it. 

It may be of Interest to business minds 
to rote that to the actual operating deficit 
the National Transcontinenta! contri- 
buted over three millions, the intercolo- 
nial over two and a quarter millions, the 
Prince Edward Island railway almost 
half a milion, and the International 
about a quarter of a million, They all 
did their little bit. 

Here is an interesting problem in arith- 
metic to wind up with. 

The Government railway mileage in 
1918 was 4073. Since then the tax-parer 
has been handed the Canadtan Northern, 
9433 miles and the Grand Trunk Pacific, 
2788 miles. The politicians are now 
reaching out for the old Grand Trunk 
which may add 4785 miles. 

If it cost us sixty millions to run four 
thousand miles, how much will twenty- 
one thousand miles cost?

nomic necessity, Its enemies no longer 


raise any question as to its purity and 
wholesomeness. The factories = in 
which it is produced are models of 


cleanliness and sanitation and the 
manufacturing process is handled 
under the supervision of government 
inspectors whose business it is to see 
the factory premises and utensils are 
kept clean and the processes of manu- 
faclure are sanitary and that only 
wholesale and suitable materials are 
used.

produced). Each of these materials 
in some form or other {s in use in 
every household every day and no 
question is raised regarding its whole- 
someness or food value, Surely they 
are as wholesome and as good food 
when combined as when separate 
They are churned together to form an 
emulsion which is crystallized by con- 
tact with ice water—then salted and 
worked the same way butter is salted 
and worked. 

The English Government through 
their local Government board stated 
in the latter part of 1913 something 


lika this: 

“From time to time investi- 
gations have been’ undertaken 
with a view of ascertaining the 
comparative nutritive values of 
margarine and butter. The gen- 
eral conclusion which has been 


arrived at is that there is no ap- 

preciable difference between the 

nutritive value of these fatty 
foods, 

“All fats used for margarine 

making, whether they are of 
animal or vegetable origin, must 
be practically odourless and 
tasteless; this implies a high de- 
gree of refinement and purity.
